REPORTS OF AUSTRIAN 
- REVOLUTION. UNCONFIRMED 
(International News Service.) 
London, Jan.- 25.— Confirmation of 
the Petrograd report of a revolution 
in Vienna was still lacking today. The 
belief is general, both in and out of 
official circles, that It lias been great­ 
ly exaggerated. 
That serious unrest 
continues in Vienna and the chief in­ 
dustrial centers of the dual monarchy 
is known to be true, but there lias 
been no news from Switzerland bear­ 
ing out the report circulated in Pct- 
rograd that Austrian mobs .at Vienna 
had tried to overthrow the 
govern­ 
ment. 
The German government Is taking 
strong measures to prevent the spread 
of the agitation to Germany. The Aus­ 
trian frontier is being watched close­ 
ly and all mail and telegraphic com­ 
munication between Vienna and Ber­ 
lin is carefully censored. 
A dispatch 
from Vienna.quotes the Reichepost as 
saying that “the crisis is over.”
